Riendly Reader, l am at this preſent to intreate 
oft that diſeaſe, and the cure of the ſame, called 
in Latine Morbus Gallicus, or Morbus Neapalitanns, 
but more properly Lues Venerea,a ſickneſſe very 
lothfome and odious, yea troubleſome and dangerous, 
2 notable teſtimonie of the iuſt wrath of God againſt 
that ſinne: which diſeaſe aforclaid, I ſuppoſe, at this day 
intecteth not onely Naples, France, and Spaine, but alſo (as 
[ thinke) it raigneth over the face of x 9 whole earth: 
and therefore is the cure thereot molt expedient, profi- 
table, and neceſſarie to bee looked unto. And as it is a 
molt true lay ing, that great diſeaſes are not to bee cured 
wich great proteſtation of words, I have therefore (as

= Vis diſeaſe nowuſtally called Lues Venerta did firſt 
774 appeare,as the learned Phyſittons 4ſo»ara* and 
4. 1o1:44,andall that learned Surgeon / 770 with 
others, doe atfirme, in the peare of our Lozd Ged, 
1494. in themonth ol December,when the Frcach 
king take his tourney to recoucr the kingdeme of 
Naples: at which tune hopned among it the ſouldi⸗ 
ers andpesple, this diſcaſe to appeare :which was at that time termed 
by the French men, Morbus Neapolitanus: but they ol Naplcs, call 
it Morbus Gallicus, Which name, bath ſo in common ſpach remained 
with us untill this day. J doe not here purpole to argue to the contras 
ry, but oncly I meane to dehuer unto you plainly the whele ozter of 
the cure, acco2ding unto thoſs aifts and graces, which God of his great 
godacſle hath beſtowed upon me. 

If I be not decciued in mine opinten ( friendlyReader ) J ſrppoſe 
the diſeaſe it (elfe was neuer moze rife in Naples, Italie, F: ance, 
o2 Spaine, than it is at this day in the Realme of England. 4 pzay 
God dcliucr us from it, and to remoue from us that filtty firme that 
bz&deth it, Jt is wonderfull to cenſider,the buge multitude of ſuch as be 
infected, and that daily increaſe,tothe great danger of many. The cau- 
les whereof, J ſee none ſo great as the licentious and beaſtly ciſoꝛdet of 
a great number ofrogucs and vagabonds the filthy lite ot many lcwde 
and idle perſons, men and women, about the citie of Londen dc. Ey 
meanes ot which diſozderedpcrſong, ſome other ol better diſpoſition are 
many times infeatcd, and many moze like to be, except there be found 
ſoms re dꝛeſſe fo2 the ſame: J may ſpeake boldly, becauſe I ſpeake truly: 
and yet I do ſpeak it with grie fe ol minde, that in the Holpitall of Saint 
Bartholmew in London, there hath bane cured of this difcaſe by me 
and thꝛe others, within fine ycares, to the number of one thouſandand 
moze. J (peake nothing of ©aint Thomas Poſpitall, and ather hevſes

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aboutthe citis w hertin an ininite multitude art daily cured. The Pa- 
mers of the lozelaid Boſy!tals, being moued with deuotion, and a 

c uſti uune care tow u ds theſe wicked andfinfull creatures, are daily 
inſoꝛcedto take ina number of theſe diſeaſcd pecple, that otherwiſe 
wuld infect many god and honeſt perſons; ſa king with like care tores 
ſtraine this grieudus infection, and yetthemmmber ſtill increaſeth, zt 
happened very ſeldom in the Boſpitallof @aint Bartholomcewes, whis 
leſt Javed there: amongſt eucry twentie ſo diſeaſed, that were taken

ledge in the varietie oftorgues, which inderd being alſo ꝛowned with the 
uke under ſtanding in the Art, is to be accounted no doubt a double be- 
nefit,o: elſe not. Neuertheleſſe, J tr uſt they will grant that 7:rporyanre, 
and e were men of great learning and alſo experience, who w2ote 
many woꝛthy bokes of Phyſicke and Surgerie in the Orecke tongue, 
were theretoꝛe all thoſe Grectans thenPhyſitians, and Chirucmans, 
that did read their bookes? A e wote in the Arabian tongue: P/ine 
wꝛote many learned and woꝛthy bookes in Latine, it was his owne 
naturall tongue, were all thoſe men alſo Phyſittons and Chirurgions, 
that could ſpeake Latine andread their boskes? I doubt it very much: 
foz Hippecrares inthe firſt Aphoritme ſaith: ans lite is ſhozt, the 
Art is long, iudgement is hard, and experience is dececittull. If this 
Aphoriſme be true, as make no queſtion it is hoo then can cucry bad 
man, and lewo woman as they terme them, become JÞhyſittons and 
Surgeons in a ſhoꝛttime onely by reading ofa few bookcs of Phyſicke 
and Surgerie in the Engliſh tongue? Ambre/c Hare, a man of great 
diligence, and manifold erperiente in Surgery, ſaith, that man which 
hath not a long time been trained up in the wozks of Art noꝛ hath not 
zreatly frequented the lectures of learned doctors, biit doth e eee and 
boalt himſelt to bea noble ſurged oni becauſe he hat hread many beks, 
is far dec eiued, andthere is no truthin um : Akt his wil not ſattsfic theſe 
malitious men, who are flatterersofmanp, and loucrs of few, unlefſe1t 
be ſuch as are uke untothemlelues, who ſuppoſe the Art is ſo caſic to be 
gttoined,asthounbit would pꝛeſentipfall into mens mouthes:letthem 
I ſay read oeingute, hom manp excellent menhbauc wutten in French, 
of all lets of Arts being their ownenatwall tonguc: and like wile the 
Germans, and other Dutch, vei p famous lcarned men: and many 
good men haue wattcnſund2y kind or learned wo2iics in Engliſh, their 
naturall language, all which as J take it, haue bad this generall pur- 
pole, to benefit their countrey andeountrumen,which pꝛokeſſe the Art, 
with part of that knowledge and vertuous labour® wherc with — 
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bath bleſſed them in their ſeuerall ſciences, that their kr au letgc tenic 
not die with themſelues, but remainc unto poſteritic at a teflimcric of 
thetr loue, to farther the trauc is of ſuch as would Ut them. Like- 
wiſe Cee ſaith, that we arc not bozne onc ip te bencfit cur ſcluct, tut 
our countrep, parents and friends: all which rtaſens, haut u cuct mas 
ny good men, as maſter /»-v70/e Parc, topublich lo; the gcod of his 
countrey and cammon wealth in France, that excellent bake of Surge ⸗ 


rie, which he painfully collcacd But lance it pleale d Cod, he hath giuc : 


place unto time, and liucth we all hope, tunc;ztall amengũ the bca- 
uenly iopes. Nowthey ſay,he was a man un lur nicht dolthe lacredgilts 
of Grammer + RKhctoz1cke,neither had he cutt talled of the ſwat ſoun⸗ 
taine and welſpzing of Philoſophic, and therefoze could not be a good 
lurgeon:he anſwereth luch like cauillers and telleth them plainly, that 
it is poſſible foz a man ta be a god Surgcon, although he had ncuer a 
tongue in his head. And ilit be their plealures to ſpcak iuſt ly andttuly 
ol hun. he neuer went about to teach the tongues, but to wate and teach 
the art ol ſurgerie in the French tonguc unto all young pꝛaaiſexs.ſoʒ the 
better tela e and comſoꝛt ot many ſicke and diſeaſed perſons. Dou beit, 
it is in vaine to contend with luch kinde of perſons, whoſe bitter woꝛds 
arc like bitter coʒroſiues, but this is well knowne to be Morbus wnvetc - 
ratus, pꝛoca ding from a malitious, cankered, and poilontd Uemacke, 
Which I thinke is unpoſſible cuer to be cured: notwithſtanding this 
woꝛthy man, was well knowneto haue hada notable wit and ot a pꝛo⸗

Alto Arroneme Arſe, | 
his booke of ſimple medicines, and in tus Ireatiſe of metrals, fant,thar 
he did uſe to ge Quicheflv er to children, t eing at the point ot death 
through worines. I my {clfe to tric the truth, have given It to many 
d gs, and other living things, whichnever had karn by it: u hercok 
any manthat doubteth may prove. 

Some ſay, that Galen athrmeth it tobe venemous, Galen indeed in 
his mnthbooke of Simples, confeſſeth that he never did experimen 
it, For i ether it were taken in or apphed cut ardly, he could not 
account it mortall. Avicen ordained it in his ointments tor cluldrens 
{orc head,: and A ordained it in his ountments for the ſcabs, un as 
great quantitie as We uſe it in any of our intmen ts. 

All theſc authorities, who ſo 1:1t tureade them, may plainly ſee that 
cruell qualitie as ſome have att ted: and yet Iwill not ſay, but that 
through the undiſcrect handling of it, many evils may happen, the 
Which is not to be attributedto the thing, but to the worker. Lot what 
purging inward medicine have you, but there is ſome venemous qua- 
litie in it. and yet nevertheleſſe with their correctes are ſo tectiid 
from all their ev ill qualities, that they doe their actions without any 
offence : f by the counſell of Calen, and all other ancient Authors, 
doe we notuſe medicines inwardly, which be very veuemous, as of 
4 206% Hemlocke, Henbane, Mandrake, Opꝛum, Poppie, Hellebore, 
and others, the which may in ſuch fort bee cortecteu, that ty may 
{ately be taken inwardly without any harme ? 

Alſo many times through thennskilfull handling f Avariche, Scan- 
mom, Turbit, Curtem yca and allo Rub urbe, that are excellent pur- 
ging medlicines, (vhieh men ot knowledge uſe daily without harinc 
vet to many have leſt ſuch a weaueſſe the Romacke, thatthere liath 
Followed Lienteria, a continuall voniting of the mceatc, by the wluch 
g lowed Diſenterta, Tenn m d ther ſuch accidents And (all 
we « ondemne all thoſe good and whole ſome medicincs, fur the undli- 
icreet handling ofthem 7 Letus coudeu ne bread and meate : for doe 
we not ſee many a man dic aud periſh through the cxcefe of tlicm? 
As aſter my great ramime we may ſce what harme doth came through 
the over-much taking of it, und yet mcaluiably takqi nothung = te 
wholfotne and nouriſhing. 

: And likewiſe of wine we [ce what evils doc daily come by the un- 
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meaſurable taking of it. For beſides the evils that it brings to the li- 
ver, it d ti {> coole and weaken the brewers, that commonly they 
fall to Vertigiuie, eie, Apoptext, and 10coumaoly death, No 
more rea(on is thereto attribute the malite of the Au el ver, un- 
diſcrectly halle, than there is to the others being of molt whollorne 
qualitics.
